Jook in ceriain cases. Undonbtadly tho 
ground upon which the firft nod second Bte 
jDEerved is that ihey mistt irocch upon Im- 
perial tights io respcoi ol lands s t upait or 
to tie eel apart for Railway parpoeea. We 
Icoow (be Ibird wis rf ssrved beoaasa of the 
olaaie exolading Indians aod Cbiness from 
the fracohise ; and there ia every rea- 
son to believe thnfc the fourth has 
been reeerrod on the >;rouDH urged in 
the House by thfl Minis crs, viz., that it 
wa« deBlioR with the subject of inarrioge, 
upon wbioh alooo t'Je DomiLioo PurliamtLt 
CObU legiilate. The iirtt <»ill in ail proba- 
bility be disallowed, inasmuch ss it is con 
Ifary ti tbe Fpirit oi our BRreenient with Ca 
Dada to nlt^r ibe eoriili:ici8 opon whicblond 
can bo alienalod Irnm the Crown iluriiiK the 
present year. As fur the 8?coii<), we do oot 
gee how Ibo proposition to impi so a tn up- 
on wild land beld by private paitiee can be 
regarded ta an infrlogeoent eltber of the 
ipiril or ol the If tier of ihe terms of Onion. 
The point tais'u in the third will not, we are 
ino ined to thiik, be beld lo bo I'atnl by the 
Federal GovBroment. If ibis Province is t') 
enjoy the right lo resolute iia own Kleoioral 
Fraocbise it must have iho power ioe.xcliido 
lodiana aod Cbioeie. Comiog tithe fourth 
sod list, the groaod upon wfiicb it has been 
reserTed is douit'eia that urged by Mmis- 
tirs in the Hoafe, viz., ihit it was deulin(; 
with nourrisge, a subject upon which the 
Federal Pailiamect could olone IPj^iBlata ;

The Ylct oriit W ater BHl- 

Following in the wake of all its predocess* 
ori) tho Biiriorintrodaoing a proper supply 
of Rood wbolfBome wet^r into ibis city was 
hilled in Committee on Wadneadaj; but, nr;- 
lilce its predeceeBors, it leavee a valuable 
legacy behind. Tho preat difSaalty biiher- 
to has been that the Houne wes to n 
grtat extent left in ibo dark cs to the char- 
aeler and cost of the work to be uoderinPen. 
Aatbotily appears to be greatly divided ea 
to the beat soarce from wbioh to draw water. 
Some Bay Elk Lake; Bome say Qoldstream; 
while others insisl that arteeian wells in, or 
Jd the immediets viciniiy of the city, wuld 
glte ao abundant tupply o( be' in water than 
eoaid be brougit from a dis anop, and at a 
eomparativQly trifling cost. Under these 
oiioamttiDces it is ol vital laDOitaoca that 
any scheme coming before the Legislature, 
and Invplving a charge upon the public re- 
venae, shoald be t )lerably perlect and wel!- 
digeited. and should bo Bocoinpanied by 
• snob reliable data as would enable Failia- 
jneot to deal intelligect'y with tha whole 
subject. It is scarcely oeoessary to a^y that 
inch ioformaiioD baa Dot aeeempauied any 
ol the eohemes of the pas^; and the Legisia 
ainre oanno', therefore, fairly by blamed 
for having cast ihem naide. 'I'bo Keeoluiiou 
of Mr. Speaker reully coEstiiutes the first 
praoiical ft-p towards ibe aitaioineot of a 
oommen objad, It now devolves upon Ihe 
Pfovincial Goveioment to ertipioy Ihe recess 
in having the neoesBary Barveyf, boriDj:s, 
estimntes aod plans made nod prepared in 
order that at fie do.tci meotinf^ ot itierLegiB- 
latnie the (ullcsl infnrujation may ba laiti 
befaieit. This is tho bo-t that could bu 
done. It is all that could ba done; and if 
tbe GoverDiaeni properly carries out the spirit 
of tho Resolution there will be no difficulty 
In obtaining tbe oeoessary legislatioo next 
aasaion. It is due to tho MemberB of the 
Hinso to eay thai, witb a few unimporlanl 
exoeplionp, tbey ahowi'd adijpoaition tu iroat 
the qaestion in a fair and libeial spirit.
